Freedom of the press is so much 
a part of the American way,of life 
( that we take it for granted. It is 
| hard for us really to grasp 
its 
| value because we never had the 
j experience of being without it. 
A healthy man takes his body 
j for granted in much the same way. 
j But it he sprains a muscle in his 
I ankle and cannot walk, he sud­ 
denly 
realizes 
that 
the 
mere 
ability to walk is a priceless gift. 
Perhaps 
we 
Americans 
would 
' understand more vividly what free­ 


dom of the press means to us if we 
tried to imagine living in a country 
where the press is not free—for in­ 
stance, the Soviet Union. 
Every newspaper in the Soviet 
Union is controlled, directly or in­ 
directly, 
by the Soviet Communist 
party. 
The Soviet reader finds all the 
news carefully selected and ta il­ 
ored to fit the “ party line.” If 
something good happens in the 
United 
Sta tes 
which 
conflicts 
with 
official 
Soviet 
picture 
of 
American life— such as an im­ 
provement in race relations or a 
rise in wages— the chances are 
he will never read about that. If 
something really bad happens in 


the Soviet Union, he will prob­ 
ably 
never 
read 
about 
that 
either. 
He 
may 
hear 
by 
the 
grapevine about a mine cave-in 
in the next town; an epidemic 
or a flood which has taken many 
lives; 
or 
a 
riot 
put 
down 
by 
force. 
But 
Soviet 
newspapers 
are 
silent 
about 
those 
things. 
Nothing was ever published in 
the Soviet Union about the vio­ 
lent riots— witnessed by foreign 
tourists— which swept Tiflis 
in 
Soviet Georgia, just a fter Stalin 
died in 1953. The Soviet citizens 
has to rely on the rumor mill 
for new’s of such events. 
The Soviet editor is in a sim­ 
ilar situation. 
He is more re­ 


sponsible, hut no more free, than 
his readers. His editorials reflect 
not his point of view’ but tha t 
of the Communist party. He has 
but 
one 
news 
agency, 
T A SS , 
which tra nsm its to him daily the 
m a teria l he is to print. 
There is no use trying to sta rt 
an independent newspaper in the 
Soviet Union. Such things a re 
forbidden. Under the Sta te S e ­ 
crets Act it is a crime even to 
possess, without authorization, a 
mimeograph machine or the jelly 
for a hectograph. 
Government 
officials 
in 
free 
countries may sometimes think 
wistfully how easy it would be 
to govern if only they, like the 
Soviet dictators, did not have to 


endure the goading and nagging 
of a 
free press. 
But 
that, 
of 
course, is an illusion. To govern 
without a free press means to 
govern in a sta te of suspicion 
and 
hostility 
between 
govern­ 
ment and people; not to know 
what is on the people’s minds; 
not to be able to see discontent 
until it has grown to such pro­ 
portions as to threa ten the sta te 
itself. 
This leads to a situation where 
¡dissent is represented by police; 
unsound policies a re continued 
¡without challenge; official deceit 
¡and corruption flourish; respect 
(for truth is killed: and the peo- 
: pie, unable to exercise their God- 
| given rights, become pawns of 
i the state. 
Thus our free press, which is 
so fa m ilia r to us, is a mighty 
force for good. The possession 
of it is bound up with all that 
gives life it value and imparts 


luster to the name of people all 
over the world. 
W e should not take our free 
press « for 
granted. 
Freedom 
ca rries with it responsibility to 
decide wisely. Under our system, 
each editor and each rea der— 
as a citizen — must decide for 
himself how’ he will discharge 
his responsibility to the end that 
freedom itself will he streng th­ 
ened, and with it the good life 
to which 
freedom is 
an open 
door.

On Au gu st 20,19 5 7 , a fin al referen du m was held o n the q u estio n o f Wo o d­ 
sto ck ’s an n ex atio n to the On teo ra cen tralized scho o l sy stem, which co mp rises mo st 
o f o u r n eighbo rin g co mmu n ities. The v o te was a decisiv e v icto ry in fav o r o f an n ex ­ 
atio n . Mo st residen ts in the co mmu n ity , ev en tho se who had p rev io u sly o p p o sed an ­ 
n ex atio n , accep ted the resu lt as they wo u ld in an y electio n . Bu t Mr. Egan an d his co l­ 
leagu es did n o t accep t it. 


I, 
First they ap p ealed to the State Co mmissio n er o f Edu catio n to set aside the v o te 
o n gro u n ds that were either techn ical o r friv o lo u s. This acco mp lished n o thin g mo re 
than delay . In a stro n gly wo rded o p in io n , the Co mmissio n er rejected Mr. Egan ’s ap ­ 
p eal an d issu ed the o rder fo r Wo o dsto ck ’s an n ex atio n to On teo ra. 
, 


At this p o in t began the Little Ro ck p hase o f the co n tro v ersy . In a ru mp sessio n 
held in the scho o lho u se the defu n ct lo cal scho o l bo ard defied the Co mmissio n er’s o rder 
an d v o ted to co n tin u e their u n lawfu l ex isten ce, ev en go in g so far as to sen d o u t 
scho o l tax bills an d disbu rse fu n ds witho u t a shred o f legality . 


Mr. Egan n ex t wen t to a Ju dge in Alban y Co u n ty an d, in an ex p arte p ro ceed­ 
in g, o btain ed a temp o rary stay which mean t that the step s leadin g to an n ex atio n had 
to be sto p p ed befo re their co mp letio n . The stay was gran ted o n the basis o f Mr. 
Egan ’s p ersu asio n s. Neither the atto rn ey fo r the State Co mmissio n er n o r co u n sel fo r 
On teo ra Scho o l was giv en the o p p o rtu n ity to p resen t the facts as they ex ist—in re­ 
bu ttal to Mr. Egan ’s claims. 


On Sep tember 12,19 5 8, a hearin g was held befo re Ju dge Deck elman in which 
argu men ts to v acate the stay were p resen ted by Mr. Jehu fo r the State Co mmissio n ­ 
er, Mr. Co n n elly fo r On teo ra Scho o l, an d Mr. Ewig fo r the Co mmittee o f 5 00. Ho w­ 
ev er, Mr. Egan has so far su cceeded in p rev en tin g a decisio n by a series o f “illn esses” 
an d “ho liday s.”

Hospitals are a “ big business,” 
ranking as the fifth largest indus­ 
try in the United States, he said., 
Kingston Hospital itself has an 
operating budget of over $1,000,000 
a y ear. 
“Most people will take a hospi­ 
tal for granted,” Schnitzer said, 
“scarcely being aware of its ex­ 
istence until they or a member of 
their family has need for it.” 
Kingston Hospital is a voluntary , 
general 
hospital,

person who contributes at least 
$5 a y ear becomes a member of 
the Kingston Hospital Corporation, 
which meets annually to select a 
board of trustees. 
The present board consists of 18 
members, all of whom serve with­ 
out fee, Schnitzer said. They in 
turn engage an administrator to 
carry out their policies and active­ 
ly manage the hospital.
